THE VICTIMS. 
HOW THEY BEHAVED YESTERDAY. 

The various distilleries and rectifying houses 
about town that had been seized presented a 
gloomy and forlorn appearance yesterday. The 
small army of clerks, Storekeepers, Gaugers, and 
general employes that were wont to infest the 
premises and the temples consecrated to the 
production of the festive corn-juice, were no 
longer visible, or, at least, were greatly reduced 
in numbers and depressed in spirit. From the 
broad vate there still arose an incense, whose 
misty odor proclaimed most strenuously the 
character of their contents. The cattle-pens 
wore yet cro ded with fat and lusty kine. But 
the usual bu itle of business in and about the 
office was absent. One or two men sat 
inside wits their feet en a chair or a 
stove, fmoking cigars, but otberwise 
bet:aying no inclination to occupy themselves in 
useful indusuwy. They were the custodians. 
The proprietors of the distilleries were around 
early in the morning, and put in their time dur- 
ing the day in taking inventory of stock and fur- 
niture. 

CHICAGO ALCOHOL WORKS. 

At the rectifying-house of tae Chicago Alco- 

bol Works, No. 116 Franklin: street, there was 


very little going on during the day. Tue custo- 


dian whiled sway the hours in looking out of the 
front window, aod in answering questions that 
were put to bim by interested parties, who 
dropped in with great frequency. He wae cheered 
in his lonely moments by a solitary bookkeeper 
of the establishment, who remaimed for the 
purpose of assisting in taking the inventory. 
They were joined at an early bour by Mr. J. H. 
Pablman, ex-Cousty Commissioner, President 
of thé Company, and general macager of the 
entire concern. Mr. Pahlman had recovered 
during the night from the astogishment into 
which be was thrown by tae Government raid, 
and vore bimeelf with as much calmness as 
could be expected from one in his peculiar cir- 
cumstances. Ip this he had doubtless been aia- 
ed by his native Teutonic phiegm. In appear- 
ance, he is of medium height, rather slenderly 
built, with a sawdy beard bordering on red, and 
„ mustache to match. SA Trisone reporter 
found him shortly after noon, busily engaged in 
the wareroom. the bookkeeper beside, him 
with note-book in hand, rendering him material 


assistance.

Mr. P.—I can't aay with any approach to ex- 
actoess. 1 think, however, that our bond wiil 
be placed at about $400,000. | 

DICKINSON & ABEL. 

In that highly «aweristocratic portion of 
Cane! street which is bounded north and 
south by Randolph and Washington streets 
is located the rectifying house of Messrs. 
Dickenson 4 Abel. The County Agent's 
office is on one side of it, and 6 cheap 
variety theatre on the other. The people who 
2 this singular veighborhood are not, as 
a rule, of an inquisitave kind. They jostle each 
other without reference to good breeding or 
corns, and go straight along, intent on their 
own affairs. Yet, notwithstanding their long-ac- 
customed habits of non-interference with other 
peopie’s business, many of them were cou- 
strained to pause yesterday morning as they 
passed Dickinson & Abel's estabiishment, aud 
take a peep inside through the windows. The idea 
of the place being seized upon by the Govern- 
ment of the United States was novel, and im- 
pelled them to regard it with wonder. The office 
was closed to outsiders, being locked, and a 
barrel of whisky being placed ind the door 
as a barricade. Within there were two or three 
men, one being the custodian, the otbers being 
the proprietors and an assistant. They were tak- 
ing an inventory. A TRIBUNE reporter managed 
to gain admittance somewhere near the hoar of 
noon, and beld a short conversation with Mr. 
Abe!, one of the partners. 

Reporter—What is the intention of your firm 
in regard to resuming operations ? 

Mr. A.—We expect to bond out in about a 
week. 

R.—Have you finished taking vour inventory? 

Mr. A.—No; we bave scarcely begun as yet. 
It will take us about a week to finish the oeces- 
sary appraisement, when we will resume at once. 

h.—-What is your ideas as to the cause of the 
seizure ? 

Mr. A.—I don’t know any more about it than 
I did yesterday, and toat was nothing. 

NM. But you must bave some surmise ? 

Mr. A.—That is true. I tbhiok it likely that 
sore one has given bogns information, but 48 I 
don't koow, it is no uve for ms to Bay 80. 

N. —-Wbat will be the probable amount of the 
inventory ? 

Mr. A.—I haven't any idea. 

THE SOUTH BRANCH DISTILLERY. 

The rectifying-house of the Soutb Branch Dis- 
tillery, located at No. 56 Fifth avenue, was left 
outin the cold by the revenue officials in their 
Wednesday's raid. While the distillery was 
seized, this portion of the establishment was 
pe' mitted to go on as usual. Mr. Powell, po- 
pnetor, spent the forenoon at the former place, 
where, assisted by bis son, he began the arduous 
work of taking an inventory. A very large 
amount of labor was involved in this operation, 
as the stock on havd at this place happened to 
be more than ordinarily extensive, t about 
noon Mr. Powell went to the rectifying- 
house, where he was cornered by a Turn- 
udn reporter. In answer to the latter's 
inquiries, Mr. Powell stated that be bad not yet 
decided whether to bond out the distiliery or not. 
Hie stock was so large that it would be almost 
impossible to get the amount of bonds : equired. 
It was probabie that a $1,000,000 bond would 
be asked, and he fels doubtful about being able 
to raise it. This was the only difficulty in his 
way. He did not feel qualified to express an 
opinion as to the reason for the seizure of bis 
distillery. As for himseif, he could say that he 
felt able to prove his innocence of auy attempt 
to defraud the Government. 

AT THE BLACKHAWK DISTILLERY, 
yesterday affairs did not seem to be greatly dis- 
tarbed by the seizure of the day previous. Sev- 
eral employes were around at their usuai avoca- 
tions. Mr. William Cooper. the proprietor, came 
in at about 8 o’clock tm the morning, and began 
to take an inventory, remaining there the most 
of the day for that purpose. A Tarmune report- 
er met a gentieman connected with the distillery 
last evening, and proceeded to interview him.

In ceoversation yesterday, Mt. Hoyne said 
that be had made bis first appearance in the 
Whisky U ag oa that occasion, a at be would 
not bave .omem then, except oblige an old 
friend. “When asked what sort of a case the 
Goveion.cat bad against bis clients. as he un- 
derstood :'. Mr. Hoyne said that he thought they 
would he no trouble in explaining matters 
wheoa they got into court. As be saw it, they 
had beon accused of handling some crooked 
staff frota Golsen &Zastman’s place, and he 
rather istimated that perhaps the stuff was 
crooked, but that his clients were mnocent in 
their pait of the transaction, aod that Golsen 
was seeking to cast his own guilt on innocent 

rties. It is. of course, to be hoped, in the in- 

rest of Mr. Keely, that he may be able to prove 
these facta, but it is just as woll to say that there 
is not the smallest likelihood that be will. 
While the, is no doubt that some crooked came 
to his piace from Golsen’s, yet there is not, in 
the minda of the officia's, any idea that he will 
be able to prove bis ignorauce of its character.

FEEOING CATTLE. 
THE QUESTION OF THE HOUR. 

A question of considerable importance, arisicg 
out of the seizure day before yesterday, acd dis- 
cussed in various quarters yeste: day by ‘istil- 
lere whose property was taken. is. How ace w 
to feed ourcattio?” It is « well-known fact 
that the Revenue law sutborizer the United 
States Courts to accept bonds, with two good 
and sufficient sureties, from distillers who have 
been * seized,” provided that their places have 
been producing more than 150 gallons daily, and 
feeding more than fifty head of cattle on slop. 
This w intended as a lenient measure on the 
part of the Governmént to the owners of the 
cattle, who are frequently not the owners of the 
distillery, poria any way interested in it, except 
in 60 far as relates to the uniu supply 
of food to their cattle. Ia short, cattle are 
dependent upon the distillery | 
aod the Government has wisely and 
provided a remedy in such cases, which is to ac-

the distilleries allowed to resume operations. 
As mentioned in another place, all the distillers 
except one mavifest a desire—not to say an 
eagernees - to offer bonds, but in these troublous 
times it is no eesy matter to find poople ot suf- 
ficienily generous and confidiuy natures to ap- 


pear as 

THE TRUTA OF THE MATTER 
ie, thet the large number of seizues made dur- 
ing the last eight or mie months, and the fact 
that several boodsmen have been badly bitten, 
have together produced a general feeling of un- 
easiness, somewhat aporoaching do ut dis- 
gust with the whole whisky business. conse- 
queutly few persons can be found who are ready 
to immolate themselves perbaps on the altar of 
friendship. And, moreover, if any such be 
found, thev are usually those who are the last of 
a choice of and are by no means 
safest and best that could be selected, so that 
the chances of getting an approval cf the bonds 
from the Court are not ia any way 
improved. Besides tb the bonds will 
necessarily be for quite large amounts, 
raoging all the way from $300,000 co $1,000,000. 
The complexion of the whole matter is, to say 
the least, somewhat embarrassing, aod even dis- 
coursgiog, to most of the distillers, although it 
is quite probable that some of the unfortunate 
wili be found equal to the situation. In the 
meantime, however, 

some 4,000 caTTLE 

are bereft of their daily allowance of the sac- 
charine pabulum, and the price of beef creatures | 
naturally diminishes, much to the dismay of 
cattie-owners and butchers. It bas been found 
to be a fact that where cattle are kept on still- 
slop for a time their teeth ace impaired 
as to their usefulness to such a degree 
that other food, which can scarcely be 
anything but hay, cannot be masticaced. and is 
loathed, as it were, by the naturally ruminans 
animal whose taste for the end has gradually de- 
parted from its long-accustomed subsistence up- 
on stiil-slop. 

Under all these circumstances, the catile may 
be said to be in rather a precarious way. Never- 
theless, Commissioner Pratt telegraphed his in- 
structious from Washington yesterday to the 
revenue officers here, orde:ing them to be gov- 
erned by the usual regulations, which means the 

tivilege of running out the mashes and then 
nding the distilleries. 

THE PROBABLE WAY OUT OF TBE DIFFICULTY 
is, m case there is considerable delay in the 
matter of bonding, to graduaily accustum the 
animals to a mixed diet of bay, steamed out 
feed, and grain until something can be done. 
As a natural consequence of the seizure of four 
distilleries, the demand for whisky, alcohol, and 
highwives at the other houses now in course of 
operation will be very materialiy increased, and 
with this mcrease comes an additiotial eupply of 
the refuse still-slop. These distillersie, tnen, 
which are now running will, ma measure, sup- 
ply the cattie with their ordinary food, and thus 
prevent a dire calamity.—a corner on still-siop.

AN EMPTY SENSATION. 

During the few days last past, one Ubicago 
paper has made a speciality of repeating in dif- 
ferent wavs, acd with daily increamog emphasis, 
the statement that the Government had ar- 
ranged to allow most or all of the distille® 
whose places were implicated by the seizuses 
between May and November to take a kind of 
amnesty, on condition that they would tell what 
they koew about other crooked longs The terms 
said to have been made were that, by giving up 
everything, imeciuding their knowledge, these 
distil‘ers were to be freed from impr.eonment. 
While it is nut the particalar mission of this pa- 

er to pail” all the lies it tiods floating, it may 
well to say in connection with this particular 
etory tbat it is utteriy aud entirely false. gener- 
ally and particularly, as regards any one distiller 
or all of them as a clas. No immunity has been 
promised to any distiller in Chicago, and none 
will be promised. It is not denied that certain 
revelations lately made have been of se: Vice 
to the Government, but whatever has been said 
has not been the result of any bargain ; 
and, furthermore, no bareain will be mace with 
any distilier or rectifier, This statement is made 
on the sutbority of the revenue officials here 
aud of Secretary Bristow. 

In connection with this it may be said. 
on the authority of a high r ue efficial, that 
every one of Wednesday's seizudes ‘could, and 
perhaps should, have been made May. aod 
thet the testimony which would have authormed 
such a course might have been had from books 
aud papers at that ume.

be seizure on the interests of the country is, 
of co the falliog off ian the amount of tax 
collected by che Internal Revenue officials. For 


instance, the receipts for the First Collection 
District of I\linois were over $35,000 Wednesday 
when the distilleries were in full blast, aod yea- 
terday they shrank to about $14,000, showing 
that the apparent loss te the Government is 
$20,000 a day while the distilleries romsin 
closed, or something over $500,000 in Chicago 
alone for each mouth thet the business is stopped. 
This, of course, is on the face of it an 
argument in favor of allowing the cases to be 
compromised and the distilleries to goon. But 
when the other side is considered it will be 
found that the true interest of the Government 
ia for honest houses, even if u has fewer of 
them. In thie district, while the number of 
distilleries seized bas been large, yet the produc- 
tion has not fallen off for the year last past as 
compared with the previous one. Ibis is ac- 
counted for by che fact that when s crooked 
house is burstéd up an honest one generally 
takes ita place,— xt least ove which is honest for 
a time, as all new distillers are. 
THE DOUTRINE OF COMPENSATION 

is also illustrated iu the fact that auuost every 
distiliery has it in ite power to greatly increase its 
yield upon on. This has uniforwiy been 
done by the surviving houses after a seizure, 80 
that there has been no stringency in the market. 

To illustrate this matter by an example, it 
may be said thet, ae scon as the news of the 
seizure of the four distilleries was made known, 
the proprietors of the Lake Shore Distilling 
Company began to rash around violently to get 
in their bonds as

THINGS IN GENERAL. 

MATTERS AT THE DIFFERENT PLACES SEIZED 
were very quiet yesterday. Custodians were 
in charge st each, and the only work 
that the seizing officers had to do was 
to report to Gen. Webster a sort of 
preliminary list of the property found. Thése 
documents were pretty nearly all finished and 
handed in before the close of office hours yester- 
day. and they will form the basis of Gen. Weo- 
tot 's application to District-Attorney Bangs to- 
day. The course of procedure in cases like this 
is for the Collector to report to the District- 
Attorney the property which he has seized, and

The question has been very freely canvassed 
in Chicago, among distilers aud others, why 
the distilleries of Cincinnati and Louie wille 
have not been seized, and a great deal of 
grambiing bas been let loo-e upon the world be- 
cause of the apparent discrimination against 
Chicago, The other two cities vamed are be- 
lieved by the revenue officials to have produced 
nothing but honest whisky so tar. One of the 
best Reyenue Agents in the service bas been for 
some tite in Ohio, and. io making a report to 
Wasbingtoo a few days ago, he said in effect. I 
have been here now two months, and I bave 
worked as thoroughly as I could, and 1 have not 
yet found the color of erocked.”

Treasurer, left for New York yesterday, giving

The whole legislative power of the State is conferred 
by the Constitution, and it foilows, therefore, that 
every subject not withdrawn from them (the Legisia- 
ture) by tne Constitution, and which is within the 
scope of civil government, can be dealt with by that 
body, aud as if may act upon the State at large by 
general laws affecting the whole country, and all the 
people, so it may in its discretion, there being no pro- 
hibition expressly made, make special lawe to relate 
only to separate districts er portions of the State, ; 

Judge Breese carefully explains that, in the 
case be is ceding, there is mo express con- 
stitutioual vision violated by the Legislature, 
He virtually Pays if there7rag, the act would be 
void, or, to dhe his own I¢ngllage, ** The subject 
in such cese is wit bdrawn from the Legislatue 
by the Constitution.” 

How can the Legislature fill an office, with or 
without a vote of the rong when such a power, 
iy the language of Judge Breese, is withdrawn 
from them ? 

The Constitution of this State was adopted by 
a vote of all the people of the State, it binds all 
the people of the State, and the Legislature can 
do no act that it prohibits. They cannot act in 
contravention of its provisions, directly, bor in- 
directly. It would not be very logicai/to hold 
that they could do a tinng 8 by the 

8 stitution, provided that they got the consent 
6 people of a portion of the State that they 
— ut do it. 

n the language of Judge Breese, that subject 
is withdrawn from them, they have no power 
over it, they cannot submit that question to the 
people. They may provide that an election 
shallbe held bythe people. But they cannot 
name the Officers. An election would be a mock- 
ery which did not leave the people free to choose 
their own caudidates; it would pot be an elec- 
hon at all that iuvatves a choice of 
candidates ex vi termini. A vote in such a case 
might bes vote of confirmation; but, as the act 
itself was void, there could not be a contirmation. 
Vaid things cannot be coulirmed. This would 
be au easy Way to annul the plainest provision 
of the Constintion. The Legisiature have 
ouly to submit the most flagrant violation of the 
Constitution to a vote of the peopte, And if ap- 
proved according to this logic it would be valid.

DEJAZET. 


The Funeral Services of the Great 
French Actress“ — Her Last Hour 
Among Her Hest-What the Press 
Did for (ts #avorite Artist—Scenes at 
the Puneralfhe March to Pere La 
Chaise. 

Correspondence Nee York Times. 

Parts, Dec, 6.— The faveral ceremonies of 
Mile. Dejazet, which took place on Saturday 
last. afforded an opportunity for one of those 
popular demonstrations of whi the Parisians 
are 80 fond. It is very easy bore to touch the 
beart of the masses. They are demonstrative 


in the extreme, and when once started they go 
on in a body hke the mowlons de Panurge. 
a pere were two good reasons for the tacle 

Saturday. Iu the first place, Mlle. Dejazet 
5 d been a favorite upon the stage for more than 
half a century, or further back than a major- 
ty of is can remember; end secondly, the 
prees ha adopted her ds a pet protege. It was 
the pres; which organized ber benefit two vears 
ago, proluging over 60,000 francs; one journal 
allowed ber a peusion of 100 francg per month, 
and it was the press that threw the halo of glory 
about ber bead that attracted the attention of 
the crowd. Three years ago Vejazet was poor 
and neglected. Four years ago, in an adyanced 
age, she found herself without bread for herself 

and children. With true courage she once more 
came forward. although her farewell night had 
been more than once announced, and took the 
direction of a provincial company. She became 
directress of the Theatre de Lyons. be 
press of that city was disposed to treat 
her coldly. It called ber a fossil. a relic 
from some cabinet of “antiquities, aud 
the cfiticlame upon her acting were by 
no means tender. But one touch of nature 
made Dejazet’s fortune in ber latter days. An 
actor in distress made an appeal for help, and 
Dejacet not ouly wrote him a letter of hope and 
encouragement, but sent him ail the money she 
had in the world. When her sympathies were 
aroused she threw common prudence to the 
winds. The letter was sent to Paris for pub- 
lication, but before it appeared there came au- 
other distressing appeal. Dejazét wrote to say 
how much ehe regretted baving only 15 francs 
left; but she gave that for the dav, and that 
very night would organize a benefit for the 
eufferer. It produced several hundreds of 
francs, but Dejazet w - without a son; she 
owed money to her landiord; her own children 
were poorly clad. When those traits of charac- 
ter were brought before the pubitc, people be- 
panto think a little about Dejazet. They re- 
membered a hundred otber traits of the kind 
tliat bad passed almost unperceived, and even 
began to ask if it was possible that this gener- 
ous creature and charming actress could really 
bein want. Au inquiry showed that Dejazets 
poverty was real, and certain journalists who are 
always seeking to identify themselves with pop- 
ular movements took her ease in hand. Happy 
the thought, so far as they were concerned, 
tor they have been nandsomely rewarded—re- 
warded, I mean, with that fame which is at- 
tached to generous deeds—with the glory Which 
always surrounds the man who is fore- 
most in some popular movement. In a mo- 
ment the public opened its great heart to poor 
Dejazet. Hundreds rushed for ticaets to her 
benefit and hundreds contributed articles of 
value for her loteery. She became once more 
the heroine of the bour, aod no princess born 
could bave taken such a triumph—the last she 
was to have—in a more noble, dignified, and bon- 
est manner. When the funde were hapded over 
several insurance compauies offered fer annui- 
ties at rates far below the ordinary. schedule, but 
Dejazet refused all these offers on account of 
her children. For herself she asked nothing; 
all that she bad was iatepded forthem. On tnis 
as on many other Occasious Dejazet showed that 
under the popular favorite of the stage there 
was an admirable Corvelia/

THE CBYSTAL LAKE PRESERVING AND PICKLING 


WORKS, 
John C. Meyers, Robert Stafford, and A: M. 


Benistoo, on bebalf of themselves and all others 
who may choose to join, filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday against the Crystal Lake 
Preserving and Pickung Works, asking for an 
injunction and for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver. Tbe complainants state that in Febru- 
ary, 1875, the above named Company was incor- 
porated, with a capital stock of $300,000; that 
they bold $10,500 of that amount, and that the 
whole stock has been tssued to various parties, 
aud @ portion of it paid for. The Company was 
organized for the purpose of engaging in end 
carrying on the business of pickling and pre- 
serving certain fruits and vegetables, and located 
its works in McHeory County, though ite office 
is in Chicago. 

About the time of the organization of the cor- 
poration, William Archdeacon turned over to it 
certain vinegar works, for which he teceived 
payment in stock, and was elected President of 
the Company. In September last the Company, 
without any consideration, and through Arch- 
deacon’s influence, assumed an indebtedness of 
its President for anout $200,000, which he owed 
to one F. A. Waidner, and gave a mortgage on 
ail ite property to secure this amount. At the 
time the Company so generously helped Mr. 
Archdeacon, it was indebted to various parties in 
the sum of about $250,000 or $300,000, part 
of which was then due, and all of it was unse- 
eured. The complainants charge that the exe- 
eution of the mortgage was a fraud on their 
tights, and on those of all the creditors of the 
Company: that Waidner, the mortgagee, and J. 
F. Thomas knew such fact; and that the Com- 
pany was insolvent at the time. The best and 


most valuable property of the Company was 
mortgaged to secure this $100,000, and there are 
therefore no assets left with which to pay the un- 
secured indebtedness of over $300,000. This large 
debt and the insolvent condition of the Company 
have been caused by the négligence aud mis- 
management of the Board of Directors. The 
Company cannot pay even the interest on its 
debts ; it cannot go on without getti p Ker oy in 
debt, nor can it borrow more ; its cers are 
financially irresponsible, aad generally its affairs 
are in a very bad condition, Wednesday last

A man who could put one-fourth, or one-third, 
or one-half of his whiskey on the market, 
paying the tax on the remainder, conld sell 
stock at an average price far below that on 
which full-paid tax whisky could be sold, and 
make a large profit,—a profit so large that 
he could well give to the revenue officers 
20 to 30 cents a gallon for their partici- 
pation in the crime. In no case is the un- 
lawful sale of untaxed whisky possible with- 
out the cousent of the revenue officers, The 
corruption, we may assume, proceeds from 
the revenue officer. He makes his demand 
for money, and offers as a consideration per- 
mission to sell whisky without paying the 
tax. This involves Gaugers, Storekeepers, 
and all the other officers whose silence or co- 
operation is necessary to the fraud. In St. 
Louis the rigors of the law were applied to 
those establishments which did not enter the 
Ring.

The seizure of distilleries and rectifying 
establishments in this city on Wednesday 
was to many persons a surprise, the general 
supposition having been that the Govern- 
ment had exhausted its information in the 
seizures made in May last. The scizures in 
May were extensive, and indicated that the 
frauds on the revenue had been very large; 
including the seizures of Wednesday last, it 
is possible that the unpaid tax on the spirits 
which were illegally sold in this city, of 
which the Government, has evidence, aggre- 
gated between $1,500,000 and 82, 000,000. 

Without expressing any opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence cf the persons whose es- 
tablishments have been seized and themselves 
placed under suspicion, it is but fair to as- 
sume that the Government has not acted 
without having ample information or proof 
justifying the extreme measures. The Reve- 
nue law practically makes the manufacture 
of spirits a Government business,—the books 
and whole establishments being open to the 
Government, and all transactions being sub- 
ject to gaily record and report. The law 
makes the Government interest in the busi- 
ness the Pri consideration, and the pay- 
ment of the Government's proportion the 
absolute condition on which the business 
shall be prosecuted. The law gives to the 
Government more than proprietary rights. 
The rights of pro; ty are subordinate to 
those of the Government, whose fee or tax 
must be paid under all circumstances. Some 
years ago the tax m whisky was increased to 
$2 per gallon, and, owing to the general do- 
moralization of the revenue service under 
Anprew Jounson, the greater part of the tax

As it 
began about a year or so ago to sell a weekly 
edition at little more than the cost of white 
paper, we should not be surprised if that bait 
had caught a good many unsuspecting 
Grangers. This is a matter, however, which 
does not concern either Taz Tumors or the 
public in the least, which has never taken 
any interest in the affairs of the Organ until 
it began advertising its own subserviency to, 
or partnership in, the Whisky Ring. 

If the Organ seriously meant to convey the 
impression that Taz Taisune regards it in 
the light of a “rival,” we can remove it in a 
very few words. While we would naturally 
prefer to have every newspaper published in 
the interest of public honesty, and decency, 
and correct principles, no journal devoted ex- 
clusively to the very opposite of these is 
likely to come in competition with Tun Tu- 
vxz. There is, therefore, no reason why Tun 
Tum could have any emvy or selfish ob- 
jection to the publication of the Organ. If 
we were selfish about it, we could not ask to 
have a different sort of paper printed. The 
Organ advocates the interests of the ultra Pro- 
tection Ring, which Taz Tame opposes. 
It has lived upon the printing pap furnished 
by the County Treasurer and the Aldermanic 
Ring. It has been the special oracle of the

Len, is understood to be heavily interested, 
the privilege of making patriotic persons 
pay $1.75, gold, for every dollar's worth of 
starred-and-striped cloth. Bunting could be 
sold in New York at 484 cents per yard if 
there were no tariff-tax upon it. But our 
laws impose an ad-vcalorem duty of 35 per 


‘cent and a specific one of 20 cents per yard. 
These two items amount together to 75 
per cent of the prime cost. They have 


to be paid in gold. Thus, if a man 
wishes to rejoice over his country’s pros- 
perity by hanging out a flag, his 
country treats the patriotic impulse as a 
crime, and assesses a fine of 75 cents on the 
dollar against him in punishment thereof. 
Our forefathers complained bitterly of a 
trifling tax of a few cents per pound on tea, 
and fought a certain rather important war on 
account of this and kindred matters. They 
would not let awhole nation tax them in such 
a way on an article of luxury; we meekly 
permit a little knot of speculators to levy an 
enormous tax on that Star-Spangled Banner 
beneath which equal rights are supposed to 
prevail. The Government nominally levies 
the tax, and gets about $1,200 a year from 
it; the speculators aforesaid probably clear 
ten times this sum by reason of the tax.

Nevertueless, as high as are the functions of that 
ex -ited tridunal, under our system of government, its 
decisions constitute the supreme judicial authority 
but upon a limited class ef subjects,—upon those wd 
which pertain to, or in some manner spring out o 
the exercise of the powers conferred upon the Federal 
Government. 

As to the subjects upon which the Sta es possess the 
exclusive right to legialate, the Judiciary of the States 
must be ized as the highest authority in the con- 
struction and interpretation of such legislation, This 
is r the harmonious working of our complex 
system of Government. ~ 

In fact, the great mass of statutory law which pro- 
tects us in our persons and property, regulates our 
Aomestic and social reiations, and which furnishes the 
controlling the principal commercial and business 
traneactions of the coumtry, lies chiefly within the 
domain of State ! tion. Upon these vast interests, 
eo far .8 regula by statutes, the decisions of the 
highest courts of the respective States are, and should 
ever be, regarded as the ultimate judicial authority. 
The... interpretation of their own statutes and Consti- 
tutions should be reesivea in every other judicial 
tribunal as a part of the law itself. I need not say in 
this presence that, from the found tion of our Govern- 
ment, this principle has been constantly recognized 
and acted upon by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, 


If in some few instances it has been apparentiy dis- 
regarded, even there it will be obaerved that the rule 
itself has been asserted, but an effort has been made 
to show that the particular case aid not fall within its 
principle. 

Nothing would more certa'nly lead to jeslousits, 
and even collisions, between the State and Federal au- 
thorities than that the same law should receive 
variant constructions in their different tribunals, 
This would virtually make the law of the case depend 
upon the forum in which the cause was litigated. 
This tantalizing uncertainty, and unseemly conflict, 
can only be avoided by the frank and cheerful recog- 
nition of the principle, by both the State and Federal 
courts, that the decisions of each involv- 
ing simply the interpretation of the Constitu- 
tions end statutes of their respective Govern- 
ments shall be accepted as final and conclusive 
authority by all other courte, The respective powers 
of the! ative departments of the Siate end Federal 
Governments thus becc ue the measure of the supreme 
judicial authority of each. 

While we thus ze the pre-eminence of the 
Federal Judiciary as the expositoras of the powers con- 
ferred upon the National Government, and concede to 
it the right to construe and enforce the limitations 
upon State authority imposed by the Federal Consti- 
tution, we have faintly brovght into view the broad 
geld of jurispradence confided to the State Judiciary. 
It is ‘commensurate with the legislative power of the 
State, 

It is true, then, that the true interests and the per- 
manent freedom of this country require tat the juris- 
prudence of the individual States should be cultivated, 
cherished, and exited ; and thet the reputation and 
dignity of the State courts be sustained with Lecoming 

ride, 
Every member of the Bar has, and should feal, 3 
personal interest in this matter. Our admission to, 
and right to practice in, the Federal couris was through 
the door of the State court. We all must have first 
entered there. 

No man ever very much advanced his own reputation 
by defaming bis mother. No member of the Bar ever 
very much advanced his own professional standing by 
disparaging the just authority and dignity of the 
courts in which he has the privilege of practicing. 
We may withow dis ment to either accord to 
both the State and Fed courts the highest measure 
of our professional fealty, and sustain the authority of 
each in the discharge of their aopropriate functions. 

While the sight of the flag which represents our 
national existence, independence, and power should 
ever inspire us with patriotie ardor, may we ever take

JUDGE WILLIAMA. 

Jadge E. S. Willams was net called on, and 
responded as follows:

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American people com the sbandonment of that 
cy and the introduction of tho present constitu- 
limitations of such power, and in the year 1798 
the Supreme Court unanimously determined tnat no 
jurisdiction should be exercised by it in any case 
where a State was sued by a citizen or ai of an- 


juris 

Courts to the detriment of the jurisdiction of State 
Courts has not apparently actuated the Judges of 
those courts. They have not sought to extend their 
own jurisdiction. by strained interpretations of the 
law, but have (except in es few instances) only exer- 
cised the jurisdiction manifestly conferred by law. 
If there has been any reason for y upon the 
part of State Judges it has been because of legislative. 
not judicial, encroachments. It is the manifest duty 
of every Judge to exercise his constitutional aud 
legitimate authority whenever it is rightfully invoked, 
even though he may deprecate the existence of the 
power in his court. 

If in the meantime the American people shall mani- 
fest its hostility to the centralizing tendeney of tne 
legislative branch of the Government soas to cause a 
return to the former law, the apprehensions of man 
will be quieted, and the United States Judiciary ease 
of a portion of their undesired and onerous labors. I 
close with this sentiment: The Federal Judiciary— 
honored and admired by all classes of the community, 
and most by their brethren of the Bar and upon the 
Bench of the State Courts, for their ability, learhing, 
intagrity, and virtue—we can wish nothing better for 
them than that the record of their judicial acts in the 
future should equal the glorious record of the past, 

JUDGE BLODGETT 

was called upon to respond, and met with s hearty re- 
ception. After a few prelimi remarks, he said : 
This assemblage is made up, I am glad to see, of 
judges and lawyers. We judges are not so much in 
the habit of talking as being talked to. [Lauahter.] 
Now my idea of good times for our profession, 
judges and lawyers, is not 
make speeches, [laughter and applause.) 
My idea is to get togetber and exchange 
mutual congratulation and good fellowship without 
speeches, because speech-making is our trade. I am 
called upon, however, to respond to the toast of the 
Federal and State Jvdiciary.

was called on, and loudly applauded as he rose 
to speak. He said be was unaccustomed to 
speak to so many legal gentiemen, and felt more 
than ordinarily embarrassed. It is your cus- 
tom,” he said, to invite one clergyman to your 
banquets to enjoy the reault of the comparison, 
and I suppose on the Day of Juigment vou will 
expect to become one of the Lord's little ones 
for having once fed one of His children, and 
when he was hungry having taken bim in and 
given him drink. It is very pleasant to sit and 
see 80 many of you. gentiemen, here, and to 
hear the sentiments of to-night in regard to the 
conception of the principles of justice. 
But I come here as a representative of the 
cloth, and I want to say a word or 
two regarding the two professions. They are 
part of the same profession, and both were con- 
cerned about the ideas of justice. It ought to 
be a rule thata lawyer should be comvelled to 
go to church regularly to keep up with tne dis- 
cussions of the pulpit, and conversely a minister 
ought pot to be qualified to preach unless he bad 
nat a year in the Supreme Court. The tendency 
of the two professions was to grow narrow.

wyer, . 

The history of the Bench and Bar shows that there 
is in the practice of the law a silent inffuence which 
begets a fraternal feeling, and fills each with a desire 
to help and sustain the others; asa result of this we 
have a stronger boud of union cementing us together, 
and more professional etiquette than is usually observed 
in other walks of life, en we consider the effect 
that this must have upon one coming early under its 
influence, we see to wast extent young lawyers must 
reflect in their lives the treatment they receive from 
the courts and the profession. In no way cau the in- 
fiuence of either the Bench or the Bar be so strongly 
and surely felt 28 it is in the characters of those they 
are to so great an extent forming. 

We appreci tte that no forbear.nce by the courts, nor 
assistance from the older practitioners at the Bar, can 
make a successful lawyer, That can only be the result 
of personal and diligent effort. I need not refer you 
to the commencement of your professional lives. 

True it is, we have helps and aids that many of you 
knew not ot; etili the fear that a wrong step might be 
taken must have been the same with you as with ‘ts, 
Then you appreciated the kindness of the courts end 
the encouragement of the profession. 

Should I ask those to-night who have gained the 

reatest eminence upon the Bench or at the Bar what 
— gave them that honorubie ambition without which 
they could not have attiined the position they now oo- 
cupy, the answer of not a few would be thas the exam- 
pie of menin the profession first demonstrated to 
them what measure of success was possible of attain- 
ment. Mr. Presiden: and gentlemen, if, in the pro- 
feesion of the law, honor, integrity, and true man- 
hood are found, it is due more than anything else to 
the influence the profession exerts upon the young 
lawyer.

ITS FAILURE TO PROVIDE REMEDIBS. 

R. P. Derickson, in a letter publiehed in yes“ 
terday’s Evening Journal, continues his criticism 
of Caf present assessmeut system, and shows 
how ineffectual its provisions are, in a city at 
least, to give protection to a tax-payer. H's 
communication is as follows:

In the opinion of the Supreme Court in the Adsit 
case, there oocurs this sentence: The wrong, if such 
it be, under which appellant (Adsit) suffers results, as 
we must assume from the fact, that when his property 
was assessed by the bea Assedsor, it was assessed 
relatively too high.”

90.—It is asiouwhing i rap- 
idly pursor al property of all kinds advances in 
value in the South Tower under the present As- 
sessor and 2 istante. Dunag my experience of 
over tweftty-tive fears in Chicago I have noticed 
that business men always wished to locate in a 
city or town where they would be sure of a large 
advance above cost on their stock of goods on 
hand. Admitting that to be the rule and gen- 
eral custom among mercbants and others, they 
have no reason to complain at the quick and 


substantial advance on their stock of goods, and 
the excessive and bigh taxes—as shown by the 
general estimates made by the South Town As- 
sessor and his ignorant deputies—of merchants, 
tanks, and stocks of goods and personal proper- 
ty. The advance for tax purposes bas been so 
rapid aud enormous that merchants in many in- 
stances can scarcely sell enough goods to raise 
money to pay all taxes assessed, no matter how 
willing they may be to pay them, and ask, What 
is the use of merchants and others giving in 
sworn statements to the Assessor, when those 
statements are ignored and advanced upon on 
the Asseagor’s books and by the Egaalization 
Boara ? Revolutionize the whole law relative to 
taxes, and do away with the Board of Equaliza- 
tion,—the soover the better.

“ we'vVE NOTHING FOR YOU, sik.” 
To the Editor af The Vhtcage Tribune : 

The above is the stereotyped answer of plenty 
of our business men when they are applied to 
for money in aid of some charitable object. 80 
incessantly are they solicited, that they become 
impatient, dod are tempted to give sharp aud 
hasty anewer to the applicant, without taking 
the trouble to consider, or to make any inquiry. 
Now, while I car fully eympathize with a man in 
the annoyance e stiffers frora this source, yet 
I must be allowed to put in a plea for 
the cause of charity; and as, at this 


season especially, such calis are 
hkely to be more numerous than ever, I will 
venture to make one or two suggestions, which 
may serve at once to aid that cause and to re- 
lieve the individual applied to. 

Se loug as the world shall last, there will be 
disease, and poverty, and accidents; and, unless 
we propose to relapse into worse Pagan in- 
bumaoity aod barbarism, we must lay ourselves 
out to do our part towards the amelioration of 
these evils. It is a necossity that is laid upon 
us ; and it only remains for us to meet our obii- 
gations in is direction gracefully and conscien- 
tiously. 

e necessity being assumed, then, let the 
business man remember that the cause requir- 
ivg relief has to be cre by some one, and 
also that the duty of presenting it is, as 4 rule, 
a very ungracious and unpleasaat one,—one 
which none but the professional beggar would 
vory Willingly undertake. He, then, upon whom 
may devolve thé task of pleadine in this way 
for suffering humanity, should at least 
be met with courtesy. He ought, himself, 
to be a person of gentlemanly instioete, and one 
who kbows when and how to a u man of 
business upon such a subject. In this case, he 
will avoid offensive importunity, which alone 
cah justify, on the part of the person applied 
to, & manifestation of irritable feeling. The 
suggestions which I would make, then, afe &s 
follows: 

First—Where an application for aid is made 
to a business house, let it be the duty of one 
member of the firm, or of & competent employe

— Where cireumetances make it pertaca- 
larly inconvenient to give attention to an appeal 
of the kind, just at chat time, let the applicant 
be requeried. to leave a statement of his case, 
and call again for a reply. 

Third Where it is posrible, let every one, be 
he merchant, lawyer or what not, appropriate a 
certain amount, or a certain portion of his 
gains, to objects of charity; and let him in- 
form himself es to the principal and generally 
recoguized institutions which bave @ 
claim upon the public; and let those stand st 
the head of his list in the scale of his appropria- 
tion to benevolent objects.
